We 
d~>ubt  not  that  the  fame  fpirit  of  amity, 
and  the  fame  fenfe  of  juftice  in  which  it 
originated,  will  lead  to  fatisfa/tory  ex- 
planations ;  and  we  hear  with  approbati- 
on, that  ou-  minifter  at  London  will  bt 
in: mediately  instructed  to  obtain  them. 
While  the  engagements  which  America 
h  contracted  by  her  treatv  with  Grea. 
Britain,  ought  to  be  fulfilled  with  thai 
fcrupulous  punctuality  and  good  faitli  t 
which  our  government  has  ever  fo  tena 
cioufly  adhered ;  yet  no  motive  exiits  t 
induce,  and  every  principle  forbids  us  t 
adopt  a  conftruction  which  miglit  extend 
tliein  beyond  the  inftrument  by  which 
they  are  created.  We  cherilh  the  hop- 
that  the  government  of  Great  Britain  will 
difclaim  fuch  extention,  and  by  cordially 
uniting  with  that  of  the  United  States  for 
the  removal  of  all  difficulties,  will  foon 
enable  the  boards  appointed  under  the  6th 
and  7th  articles  of  our  treaty  with  th.it 
nation,  to  proceed  and  bring  the  bulinels 
Committed  to  them  refpeetively  to  a  ,  la- 
tis  factory  conclufion.

The  im- 
portant changes  which  are  occurring,  the 
new  and  great  events  which  are  every 
hour  preparing  in  the  political  world,  the 
fpirit  of  war  which  is  prevalent  in  almoft 
every  nation  with  whofe  affairs  the  in- 
tereft  of  the  United  States  have  any  con- 
ne  lion,  demonllrate  howunlafe  and  pre- 
carious  would  be  our  fituation,  fhould  we 
neglect  the  means  of  maintaining  our  juft 
rights.  Ref petting,  as  we  have  ever  done 
the  rights  of  others,  America  climates 
too  correctly  the  value  of  her  own,  and 
hai  received  evidence,  too  complete,  that 
they  are  only  to  be  preferved,  bv  her  own 
vigilence,  ever  to  permit  herfelf  to  be  fe- 
duced  by  a  love  of  safe  or  by  other  con- 
fiderations,  into  that  deadly  difregard  of 
the  means  of  felf  defence,'  which  could 
only  refult  from  a  careleffnefs  as  criminal 
as  it  would  be  fatal,  concerning  the  fu- 
ture deftinies  of  our  growing  republic. 
The  refult  of  the  miffion  to  France  is,  in- 
deed fir,  uncertain.  It  depends  not  on 
America  alone.  The  moft  pacific  tern- 
P"  will  not  always  infure  peace.  We 
B&jld  1  hercfore  exhibit  a  fyftem  of  conduct 
as  indifcreet  as  it  would  be  new  in  the  hif- 
torv  of  the  world,  if  we  confider  the  nego- 
tiation happily  terminated  becaufe  w 
have  attempted  to  commence  it,  and  peace 
reftored  becaufe  wa  with  its  reitonttnj*. 
But,  fir,  however  this  mi.fion  may  termi- 
nate, a  Ready  perfe verance  in  a  fyftern  of  na - 
tional  defencccommenfurate  with  our  re- 
sources, and  the  fituation  of  our  country, 
is  an  obvious  ditate  ofduty.  Experi- 
ence, the  parent  of  wifdom,  and  the  great 
inltruaor  of  nations,  has  eilablillieiT  th 
truth  of  your  pofition,  that  remotely  as 
we  are  placed  from  the  belligerent  nations, 
and  defirous  as  we  are,  by  doing  judice  t 
all,  to  avoid  offence  to  any,  yet  nothing 
Ihort  of  the  power  of  repelling  aggreffions 
will  fecure  to  our  country  a  rational  prof 
pe  tofefcaping  the  calamities  of  war  o 
national  degredation.

The  archduke  Charles,  as  I  have  men- 
ioned  to  you  before  now,  through  his 
fpcedily  marching  towards  Philipiburgh 
relieved  that  fortrefs  from  the  bombard- 
ment  of  the  French,  and  forced  them  to 
i-ctire  towards  Manheim.  This  day  I 
have  to  communicate  to  you  the  impor- 
tant intelligencethat  the  duke  has  com 
oletcly  beaten  the  enemy  near  Neckcran 
ind  Manheim,  drove  him  out  of  all  his 
•rong  holds,  and  took  the  city  of  Man* 
ieim,  1800  Frenchmen,  among  whom  are 
he  general  of  the  Maef<m  and  Le  Folle, 
md  61  officers  were  made  prifoners,  two 
fandards,  eighteen  cannon,  three  howit- 
.ters,  thirteen  ammunition  carts,  and  fe- 
en waggons  loaded  with  brlls,  fell  into 
ii»  hands — The  following  ill  an  extract 
>f  the  duke's  letter,  dated  fte  eleventh,
